Mack, who signed with the Browns after a year with 
the Los Angeles Express of the United States Football 
League, said, “When I first got here, I was scared I was 
going to be gone any day. I’m serious! But Earnest 
talked to mea lot about it. He kept saying over and over: 
‘You're going to be here. You're going to be here. 
You're doing good. You're doing good.’ I’d say, ‘I don’t 
know, I really don’t know.’” 

Nearly seven years later, Mack now ranks fifth on 
the Browns’ all-time rushing list with more than 4,000 
yards. 

He’s no longer an insecure kid wondering if he'll 
make it in the NFL. Today, Kevin Mack is the person 
looked upon to give guidance and inspiration to young 
kids. 

It's a role he admits to having difficulty dealing 
with at times. 

“I'm kind of looked upon as a team leader now. 
Sometimes I don’t mind. But sometimes it is a weird 
feeling for me. The coaches come up to me and say, 
‘Hey, we've got to get these guys going. Tell them we've 
got to run the ball down those guys’ throats.’ And I'll 
think, ‘Hey, I can’t tell these guys to do that!’” 

For the quiet man, his leadership is delivered 
through action, not words. When he pile drives into 
and over a defensive back, you'd better believe it speaks 
louder than any words he could ever say. a 


Mack recalled. “We were used to being in the playoffs 
and having everybody play well together and perform- 
ing real well.” 

“In the past, it always seemed like this team had 
someone come to the front and perform well, whether 
itwas me or Webster (Slaughter) or Reggie (Langhorne) 
or whoever. It seemed somebody always came for- 
ward when they had to. 

“Last year was a rough season. I had never been on 
a team like that before. I had never lost that many 
games in a single season before.” 

But 1991 brought a change in the coaching staff 
and a return to the philosophy of Mack's rookie season, 
1985, when the running game was emphasized. 

“It seems like we've come full cycle,” Mack said. 
“It’s hard to describe, but I guess if you stay in the 
league long enough you'll see it all and do it all. This 
year has been kind of like starting over for me.” 

However, there are a few major differences from 
Mack’s first year. Back then, he was joined in the 
backfield by his good friend, Earnest Byner. 

“We worked hard together and we worked well 
together,” said Mack as he recalled the ’85 campaign 
when he and Byner both eclipsed the 1,000-yard mark, 
only the third tandem in NFL history to do so In asingle 
season. 

“We knew each other well and it helped that we had 
agood relationship off the field. I miss him a lot,” Mack 
said as he recalled how Byner helped him overcome his 
rookie insecurities. 


magine for a minute you are a 180-pound de- 
fensive back who makes a living bumping and 
running with gazelle-like 180-pound wide re- 
ceivers in the NFL. 
Suddenly, the “scoundrel,” as Frank 
Minnifield likes to call wide receivers, tries to 
throw his body into yours. You adeptly sidestep the 
block and quickly focus your attention toward the line 
of scrimmage. 

Almost without warning, 230 pounds of human 
muscle comes charging straight at you wearing an 
orange helmet. You’re hoping he'll try to juke you, but 
instead he charges straight into your midsection. 

When you finally catch your breath, you look to a 
teammate and say, “Hey, did you catch the number of 
that truck?” 

Chances are the number is “34”. And the truck’s 
name is Mack. Kevin Mack. 

For seven years now, Kevin Mack has been running 
roughshod over unsuspecting defensive backs, many 
of whom, didn’t stand a chance. 

“I don’t know if people are intimidated, but I’ve 
had a few guys tell me to go the other way, or slow down 
and not run so hard,” said Mack with a big grin. 

And his reaction when he hears those words? 

“I just kind of chuckle and laugh—and run harder 
the next time.” 

The years of head-on collisions have definitely 
taken their toll both on Mack and the opponents. But at 
29 years old, Mack isn’t about to let a few bumps and 
bruises, not to mention cracks and tears, change his 
style. 

“T've had a lot of people come up to me and ask, 
‘Why don’t you run around people?’ I tell them I can’t 
runas fastas guys like Eric (Metcalf) and Joe (Morris). 
They can afford to run around people because it doesn’t 
take them as long.” 

Even though Mack, who used the same style at 
Clemson University, knows the constant pounding 
might shorten his career, he insists, “I don’t think it 
concerns me to a point where I am going to change the 
way I run. I’m having fun doing it this way and that 
(having fun) is the biggest part of the game. If you are 
having fun, why change it? 

For Mack, the game is fun again in another way. 
The team is once again competitive, something which 
wasn't the case a year ago. The 1990 season, when the 
Browns finished 3-13, was unlike any other Mack had 
ever experienced. 

“Last year, things were kind of out of whack,”

BILL SAYS...“We can’t worry about what hap- 
pened down in Houston or what happened two weeks 
ago, three weeks ago or any other time this year. You've 
got to get ready to play every week no matter what 
happened the previous week. We've got to find ways to 
improve our coaching and players’ performances. Play- 
ers have to keep working hard and do everything they 
can to get better. The one thing I know is that our 
players will get after it this week.

RADIO WAVES. ..The game can be heard on 
WHK-AM (1420) and WMMS-FM (100.7), flagship 
stations for the largest radio network (50 stations) in 
Browns’ history. Pre-game festivities, hosted by Jim 
Mueller (in his 17th year on the Browns’ radio team), 
and Dan Coughlin, begin at 9 a.m. on WHK. WMMS 
comes on with its “Tailgate Party” live from Champi- 
ons at 11:00 a.m.
